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Man guilty of Tube knife attack 


CONVICTED: Muhaydin Mire may 
have been inspired by extremist 
ideology, say police 


A MAN has been convicted of 
attempted murder and attempted 
wounding following a knife attack 
at Leytonstone Tube station. 

Muhaydin Mire, 30, of Sansom 
Road, Leytonstone, was convicted 
of attempted murder at the Old 
Bailey on Wednesday, June 8. 

He had earlier pleaded guilty to 
four counts of attempted wounding. 

Jurors heard Mire launched an 
unpredicted, unprovoked and brutal 
attack on a fellow male passenger. 


He beat his victim to the ground, 
repeatedly kicked him in the head 
and tried to cut his neck with a 
knife. He left the station but walked 
back in and lashed out at people, 
before chasing a passenger who 
was filming him. 

Commander Dean Haydon, of the 
Counter Terrorism Command unit, 
said: “Whilst Mire has not been 
accused of any terrorist offences, it 
would appear from comments he 
made at the time of the attack and 


the content he had downloaded on 
his phone that he may have been 
inspired by extremist ideology.” 

Mire’s unprovoked knife attack at 
the station on December 5 last year 
spawned the anti-terrorist catch- 
phrase “You ain’t no Muslim, 
bruv”, based on a comment made 
by an onlooker at the scene. 

Police officers subdued Mire with 
a taser before arresting him. 

Mire will be sentenced at the Old 
Bailey on July 27.

Mayor declares war on air quality ‘ticking timebomb’ as 
report shows vulnerable most likely to suffer lung disease 


LONDON Mayor Sadiq Khan will 
begin his crackdown on air pollu¬ 
tion in east London this month. 

He has outlined a detailed plan 
for diesel car scrappage and extend¬ 
ing clear air zones. It follows a new 
report by the British Lung 
Foundation showing people living 
in Barking and Dagenham, 
Redbridge and Waltham Forest are 
more likely to suffer lung illness 
due to car fumes. 

Mr Khan said; “This deeply con¬ 
cerning report shines a light on the 
huge health inequalities in London, 
as well as how poor air quality is a 
ticking timebomb for our health, 
particularly for Londoners in the 
most deprived parts of the city. 

“I am determined to get to grips 
with health inequalities in harder- 
to-reach groups and in London’s 
most vulnerable communities - 
something the previous mayor dis¬ 


mally failed to do.” 

• Extending the ultra-low emis¬ 
sion zones and implementing an 
extra charge on the most polluting 
vehicles from 2017. 

• Giving the go-ahead for 
Transport for London (TfL) to start 
work on the costs of implementing 
a diesel scrappage scheme as part 
of a wider national scheme deliv¬ 
ered by the Government. 

• Proposals to work with the 
Government to tackle air pollution 
on a national and international 
level. 

The mayor has also joined a High 
Court challenge of the 
Government’s air pollution plans as 
an Interested Party. Environmental 
lawyers ClientEarth are suing the 
Government for the second time in 
a year, having won a case at the 
Supreme Court in 2015, which 
ordered ministers to fulfil their 


legal duty to cut pollution in “the 
shortest time possible”. The new 
case argues the government is still 
failing to do this. 

His view is that London can meet 
the legal standards for N02 (nitro¬ 
gen dioxide) well before 2025, 
which is the date the Government’s 
Air Quality Action Plan projects 
London will be compliant. 

Dr Penny Woods, chief executive 
of the British Lung Foundation, 
said: “We know that air pollution 
can have a detrimental effect on the 
health of our most vulnerable citi¬ 
zens both today and tomorrow and 
could cause lasting damage. 

“It’s a worry for everyone, mak¬ 
ing existing lung problems worse, 
increasing our risk of lung cancer 
and early death. We must all play a 
part in reducing harmful pollution. 

“We are pleased to see that the 
mayor is taking action to reduce

pollution in London.” 

Thousands of Londoners die 
every year because of polluted air 
according to latest research. 

London does not meet the legal 
requirements for pollutants such as 
N02 and research by the World 
Health Organisation last month 
shows the city has breached safe 
levels of pollutant particles known 
as PMlOs. 

Last month, the mayor laid bare 
the full extent of London’s air qual¬ 
ity crisis when he revealed that his 
predecessor failed to publish a 
major report that demonstrated that 
433 schools in the capital are locat¬ 
ed in areas that exceed EU limits 
for nitrogen dioxide pollution - and 
that four-fifths of those are in 
deprived areas.

AN EXHIBITION is to tell the 
story of how Walthamstow 
Wetlands beeame the largest urban 
wetland nature reserve in Europe. 

Water and Life: The Story of 
Walthamstow Wetlands, based at 
Vestry House Museum, reveals the 
history of the site through draw¬ 
ings, photographs, maps and 
arehaeologieal finds. 

Onee home to woolly mam¬ 
moths, it played a erueial role in 
the ineredible growth of Vietorian 
London when East London Water 
Company ereated 10 reservoirs on 
the site. 

Steven Swaby, Wetlands eurator 
for Waltham Forest Couneil, said: 
“Water and Life gives us aeeess to 
the seeret past of a little-known 
eorner of Walthamstow, aeross a 
thousand years or more. It reveals 
the vital role the reservoirs played 
in the rapid growth of Vietorian 
London - and what a feat of engi¬ 
neering, manpower and sheer 
determination that involved. 

“It also gives us glimpses into 
the area’s aneient past: lee Age 
mammoths. Stone Age hunters, 
Roman farmers and Anglo-Saxon 
warriors - they all left their mark 
in time here by the banks of the 
River Lea, in wild landseapes far 
removed from our modem urban 
environment. 

“It’s been a pleasure diseovering 
more about the genuinely rieh and 


surprising history of the site, and 
there remains a lot more still to tell 
when the Wetlands Centre opens 
next year.” 

The borough’s reservoirs are 
internationally reeognised havens 
for wildlife and the largest fishery 
in the Capital, as well as a souree 
of drinking water for millions of 
Londoners. 

A major Lottery-funded projeet 
is underway to transform the site 
into a distinetive urban wetland 
reserve with a eafe, edueation een- 
tre, exhibition spaees and a view¬ 
ing terraee. 

The projeet has been spearhead¬ 
ed by the eouneil, whieh seeured 
£4.47million of funds from the 
Heritage Lottery Fund last year. 
They have further supplemented 


this with just over £lm, with 
another £L84m from site owners 
Thames Water and £750,000 from 
the Greater London Authority. 

The new site will open to the 
publie in spring 2017. The exhibi¬ 
tion at Vestry House offers a sneak 
preview. 

Cllr Chris Robbins, leader of 
Waltham Forest Couneil, said: 
“The opening up of Walthamstow 
Wetlands will bring huge environ¬ 
mental and eultural benefits to the 
people of Waltham Forest and the 
wider east London eommunity. 
This eompelling exhibition puts 
the projeet into historieal eontext, 
revealing the site’s rieh natural and 
soeial heritage.” 

The exhibition will be on until 
Oetober 16. Free entry.

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Fight fans remember when Ali came to Essex 

‘I felt I had been 
touched by God’ 


FIGHT fans have shared their 
memories of the day 
Muhammad Ali came to the 
UK for a heavyweight contest 
featuring Frank Bruno. 

The legend, who died last 
week, visited Essex in July 
1986 ahead of the World 
Heavyweight Championship 
fight between American Tim 
Witherspoon and British con¬ 
tender Frank Bruno, who lived 
in Brentwood. 

Ali flew in to watch the bout 
and visited ex-sparring partner 
Witherspoon at the Crest Hotel 
in Basildon, where the Holiday 
Inn now stands at the Festival 
Leisure Park, where the fighter 
was staying with his entourage. 

Wickford councillor David 
Harrison, then chairman of the 
council, was entertaining visi¬ 
tors from Basildon’s German 
twin town at the hotel when Ali 
arrived. He said: “They were 
amazed. They turned up for 
dinner with me and they got 
him. I knew Tim Witherspoon 
was staying there, but then our 
meal got delayed and suddenly 
Muhammad Ali walked in with 
Don King. He was a real gent.” 

Fitness instructor Gary Mott, 
from Upminster, wrote on 
Facebook that he was a security 
guard at the hotel that day.

He said: “When he reaches 
the door, I open the door for 
him. I say, ‘Good afternoon sir, 
welcome to the Crest Hotel’. 
Silence. Ali just kind of breaks 
into a gentle smile, then takes 
my right arm and raises it like 
in a bicep pose. He squeezes 
my bicep, puts my arm back 
down by my side, gently taps 
me on the shoulder three times 
and proceeds to slowly walk on. 

“No words spoken, but his 
actions speak louder than 
words. I felt I had been touched 
by God. 

“While he stayed in the hotel 
I had the pleasure of meeting 
him and my son sat on his lap 
whilst he performed magic 
tricks for him. 

“It was all a magical experi¬ 
ence that I’ll never forget.” 


Former Yellow Advertiser 
reporter Matthew Stanton was 
photographed with Ali that 
afternoon. He said: “I have no 
memory of it, just the photo, 
which was taken by my dad. He 
said Ali held me and kissed 
me.” 

A day later Cllr Harrison met 
Ali again. He said: “We had 
given Tim Witherspoon a little 
carved wooden pot from one of 
the units at Wat Tyler Country 
Park as a present and Ali said, ‘I 
want one as well’, so we went 
back the next day and gave it to 
him. I told him I was raising 
money for St Luke’s Hospice, 
which was just starting up, and 
said, “Any chance of a dona¬ 
tion?” Don King looked at one 
of his people and said, ‘Give 
the man a thousand dollars’.”

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Human chain to 
map out abbey 



MEMBERS of Waltham Abbey 
Historical Society are appeal¬ 
ing for help to show the outline 
of the town’s former abbey in 
an unusual way. 

They will be forming a 
human chain marking the out¬ 
line of the ruins of the Abbey 
of Waltham in Abbey Gardens 
on Saturday, June 11. 

The event will start with a 
procession through the town, 
at 10.30am in Commill car 
park and those interested in 
taking part can join members 
of the society there or meet at 
Abbey Gardens at 11am. 

The event aims to forge new 
links with Waltham Abbey’s 
past and commemorate the 
arrival of the Holy Cross. 

Last year the event was 
joined by 400 people, but to 
show the true outline the soci¬ 
ety needs 3,000 people. 

Society member Clive 
Simpson said: “The event also 
tells the story of the Danelaw, 
set up by Alfred The Great in 
878, to divide the country 
between the Vikings and the 
Saxons. This meant that Essex 
came under Danish rule until 
1015 when the whole country 
came under the Danish King 
Canute. 

“The legend of the Holy 
Cross tells how Canute’s right 
hand man used the will of God 
to bring 66 Saxons back over 


the Danelaw boundary in 1036 
into Waltham - the abbey came 
much later, by crossing the 
Danelaw boundary of the River 
Lee at Waltham.” 

During the event the society 
will mark out the outlines of 
five churches from 600AD 
through to Henry VIII’s time, 
when the abbey was demol¬ 
ished. 

Clive adds: “Along with his 
abbey apartments, Henry had a 
private pleasurehouse in

bought his women including 
Anne Boleyn, usually by pri¬ 
vate barge along the River Lee 
to the moorings at the back of 
the house. When the abbey fell 
the Holy Cross disappeared 
although members of the his¬ 
torical society believe it may be 
buried under the adjacent car 
park.”
